GATHERING OF AXIS CLAX 


Hitler's great spring offensive against the British 


Isles, by sea and by air. and America's lease-lend bill 
which is calculated to help the Anglo-Allies to evade 
disaster in this mighty effort and then go on to win 
the war. seems to have gotten into action simultaneously. 


"There has been a sharp increase in German bombing 


and U-boat activity, and Britain believes the battle of 
the Atlantic is under -way. 
Over at the other end of 


Europe the Balkans are hanging half over the precipice 
of v.'ar. 


Coincident with ail this. DeWiu MacKenzie. Associ- 


ated Press foreign writer, calls attention to the gather- 
ing of the Axis clan. Japanese Foreign Minister Mat- 
suoka is traveling to Europe to confer with his German 
and Italian allies, and see for himself how the war goes. 


•That is likely to be a momentous conference, Mac- 


Kenzie thinks. The attitude of the triple alliance toward 
the United States will be a big item for consideration. 
There is bound to corne up the question of whether Japan 
shall enter the war on the side of the Axis in an effort 
to makt a quick killing in the near future. 


Indications are that Matsuoka will be governed by 


what he finds from examination on the ground. 
Since 


some of the Japanese press takes the attitude that 
Nippon is playing an opportunist game, there seems no 
reason why we should blink thc question. 


On that basis it may be assumed that if the Japanese 


believe Hitler has the war in his pocket they will play 
his game. Otherwise they will avoid a clash with either 
America or Britain. 


Taking it all in all, it looks as though the moment 


of Britain's supreme danger was approaching rapidly. 
The Axis is going to put everything it has into an effort 
to achieve a knockout. 


It is a moment of danger for thc United States as 


well, MacKenzie writes. 
"Quite apart from other con- 


siderations there is always the possibility that the Axis 
will decide to drag us into the conflict." he says. "It is 
wise to recognize that, so the shock won't be too great 
if it comes."

above, to political prominence. 
Later he was president of the 
patriot junta that assumed control 
of the government, and native 
militia under Saavedra made pos- 
sible the military success of the

The English invasion, in which 


Saavedra gained prestige as a 
soldier, 
was 
an 
outgrowth of 


Europe's war of 1803, and British 
hopes to curb Spanish influence in 
South America. In 1806, a squad- 
ron was ordered from Cape Town 
to the River Plate.

after

The Argentines united under 


Jacques Liniers, Frenchman in 
thc service of Spain, Liniers drove 
the English from the capital, forced 
them to surrender. A second expe- 
dition arrived too late to avert the 
defeat, continued the war until thc 
final decisive battle of Bueno? 
Aires in which thc English were 
again defeated- The expeditionary 
forccs were withdrawn from South 
America in 1807.

Minutes Of Thc Meetings 
ITS main body contains a ver- 
A batim report of everything that 
happens in the Senate and ^iouse 
of Representatives. The w o r d 
"verbatim" should be used with 
some reservation, 
because any 


congressman has the privilege of 
asking His house that what he has 
just said be stricken from the 
Record. When such a request is 
made, it almost always is granted, 
for congressmen are among the 
first to recognize that, in the heat 
of debate, to err is common. 


Not only that, but even if a 


Congressional Record is printed, 
memb'ers may ask for corrections 
to be made in their dissertations 
and this also is almost always 
g r a n t e d unanimously, because 
what man hasn't reread his state- 
ments and found in them things 
he wished he had said differently 
—or not at all? 


Still the Congressional Record 


is corrected very few times and 
the pleas for withdrawal of state- 
ments don't crop up once in ten or 
twenty thousand words. 


The 'Appendix' 
TN SPITE of all the laws that are 
•I passed, all the debates 
over 


what is good or bad for our way 
of life, I don't think tor.orrow's 
historians will b^ nearly as con- 
cerned about the word-for-word 
reports of what was said on tlie 
floors of the House and Senate as 
they will be in the "Appendix." 


This section of the R e c o r d 


conies last. In it, any member ol 
Congress may "extend hii re- 
marks," merely by requesting the 
consent of the House in which he 
is a member. I've never heard of 
a member's being refused this 
privilege of "extending his re- 
marks.'' And it is in these ex- 
tensions that the real Americana 
is to be found. As a matter of 
fact, there generally is more from 
OUTSIDE Washington in these 
Appendix records than from in- 
side. 


Perhaps I can illustrate by run- 


ning over a few "extensions oi 
remarks'' in recent publication* 
of the Record.

a nice trip to Pittsburgh, arriving 
about 4:30 p. m.

-AJ5 it was late in the evening, 


v.-e went to the Y. M. C. A. and 
ate. 
They then sent us to the 


Hotel Henry for the night, It is 
a very nice place. 


••In the morning they paid for 


our breakfast, after which we went 
back to the induction center for 
our instructions. 
We were to 


leave the center at 8 p. m., so 
we had the day to ourselves. They 
o-ave us two more meal tickets, 
one for dinner and one for supper; 
also a ticket to see the show, 
••Buck Privates," which was a 
very good attraction. 


"After supper we went to the 


induction center and stayed until 
8 o'clock and then marched in a 
oroup of about 140 men to the 
train, which left the station about 
10:55 
p. m. 
••We were on a Pullman and 


most of us turned in early, but a 
few stayed up the biggest share 
of the night. I imagine they were 
sorry the next day. 
"We arrived in Camp Meade 


about 9 o'clock the next morning. 
Camp Meade is a large camp, men 
coming and going every day. We 
had our shots, were fed well, stay- 
ed a few days and then orders 
came to move. Most of the boys 
went to different forts, such as 
Monroe, Knox and Story. 


"There are five of the Warren 


county boys here with me. One 
is from Garland, one from Pitts- 
field and three from Warren. They 
are Wells, Kaltenbach and my- 
self."We have good food, sleep In 
our own quarters and have a nice 
o-roup of officers. They sure drill 
you, 
but it is very interesting 


There are about 800 in cur camp 
It is a new camp and growing 
larger. 
They expect about 24,000 


by the first of August. 
"They talk "about putting us on 


field rations the first of May for 
one month. Then we go on mane 
uvers for three months and visit a 
few states such as Texas or per 
baps California, but ws always re 
turn to our own barracks. It wil 
foe our home for one year. 
: "There is plenty of sand here 
We are about one mile from tr 
Ocean and could see it if it wer 
not for the sand hills. 
"I think most of the boys wh 


want to be truck drivers, cooks o 
in the coastal artillery would lik 
it here as there will b«s a lot o 
quick advancement, sines they are 
short of officers."
